It is becoming increasingly apparent that 
the committee to reelect President Carter has 
chosen Columbus City Councilman Jerry 
Hammond to do its bidding for the black vote 
in Central Ohio and probably in the Mid- 
western region. 

Hammond, serving his second term on the: 
seven-member Democratic controlled Coun- 
cil, seems to have had an official hand in most 
of the Carter campaign activities staged 
recently in Columbus. 

A candidate delegate to the National Demo- 
cratic Convention in New York City on the 
Carter slate, Hammond is one of six black at- 
lafge candidates pledged to the Carter- 
Mondale ticket. 

Although Hammond's involvement in: the 
campaign has been low key and without fan- 
fare, he has served in official capacities in vir- 
tually every Carter campaign event. 

As an example, he was instrumental in 
arranging for the White House sponsored con- 
ference on minority organizations here a cou- 
ple of weeks ago and hosted a pre-conference 

reception for the dignitaries and delegates.

Andiow black voter turnout would-be disas- 
trous on the local level. We're not only electing 
a President this November, but also gover-: 
nors, congressmen, local officials and the 
state legislators that will redraw..Congres- 
sional district lines next year. 

The already low black vote declines innon- 
presidential election years and is one cause of 
the drastic underrepresentation of blacks in 
local offices. The visibility of competent, 
articulate black mayors of some large cities 
leads many to underestimate the degree of 
black underrepresentation. : 

Although blacks are about twelve percent of 
the population, they account for.jess than one 
percent of all elected officials. Further, 
according to research by the Joint Center for 
Political Studies, the rate of increase in the 
number of black elected officiais has been 
declining steadily since 1975.

Rep. C.J. McLin, D-Dayton was among 
those testifying last week for a bill to establish 
a National Afro-American History and Cultu- 
ral Museum Commission in Wilberforce.

S.B. 1814 is designed to establish a com- 
mission known as the National American His- 
tory and Cultural Commission with its 
national center to be located in Wilberforce. 
The commission will seek to develop and 
enhance projects and cooperative agree- 
ments between the contributions of Afro- 
Americans to this nation, McLin said. 

The bill, he said, “would help promote the 
Wilberforce area and also assist other Afro- 


. American Museums in a role similar to that of 


other local officials through at-large elections, 
instead of by districts. The result is to exclude 
candidates from positions of power, since the 
white. majority's votes swamp those of even 


‘large numbers of minorities. 


A case in point is. Mobile, Alabama, which js 
governed by a three member commission 
elected at-large. Although blacks comprise 
over a third of Mobile’s population, no black 


‘ was ever elected to the commission. 


A federal district court said Mobile's at-large, 
election system unconstitutionally discrimi-' 
nated against the city's blacks. It ordered 
Mobile to adopt a mayor-city council form of 
government in which voting by district would 
assure blacks of council representation. 

But last month the U.S. Supreme Court: 
threw that ruling out. The Court said that inthe 
absence of proof of intent to discriminate 
there was no violation of Constitutional rights. 

Here again, the Court has taken refuge in 
the difficult to prove doctrine of intent and the 
result is to’sanction discriminatory effects. 
The ruling increases the pressure on the 


‘limited gains blacks have made in the political 


arena. 
Those pressures will intensity. An expected 


outcome of the Cénsus is a population decline — 
‘in traditional black neighborhoods, which 


raises the danger that some “safe” districts 
now represented by blacks will be up for grabs 
after district lines are redrawn.

Every employment report 
t ies that there is always 
a very high percentage of 
black youths out of work, 
sometimes the figures go 
as high as forty percent. 
What happens to the 
benevolent spirit of those 
who dash out to find 
employment for the for- 
eigners when they read 
such figures? They do 
absolutely nothing about it. 


-Why can’t those, with 
such tender hearts, expend 
“some of that sympathy for 
the black lads out of work? 
it has to be a firm belief that 
if this nation, in a horrible 
state of unemployment, 
can put foreigners to work, 
so can it put the black 
youths to work. There must 
be work out there, or the 
‘kind hearted helpers of for- 
eign influxers would have 
nowhere to place them in 
employment. 


There is a big layoff of 
workers at present, and the 
unemployed sit and wonder 
what is next. They can't run 
to another job and con- 
tinue supporting their fami- 
lies. They have to run to 
relief and unemployment 
help. .

Jogging Great Way 


Jogging regularly can be 
an enjoyable way to stay fit 
for people of all ages--if 
cauticn is used to prevent 
related injuries, says the 
president of the Ohio State 
Chiropractic Association. 

Dr.-Harry Alexander,a 
Dayton chiropractor, says 
too often people start run- 
ning without taking into 
consideration their capa- 
bilities, current physical 
health and type of shoes 
they wear. ? 

_ “Warm spring days are 
inviting to many people 
who have spent much of 
the winter indoors," Dr. 
Alexander says. “So in an 
attempt to quickly lose the 
extra inches and pounds 

’ that crept up on them, they 
go all out right away and 
often end up suffering.” 

Prolonged jogging after 
a long period of inactivity 
can cause sore muscles, 
low back pain and pain in 
the legs and ankles. These 
are caused by being physi- 
cally out of shape; running 
on hard, uneven surfaces; 
and. wearing shoes that 
provide too tittle support: 


Dr. Alexander recom- 
mends brisk walking for 
people with bad backs 


because jogging can 
aggravate the problem. 
People with heart condi- 
tions or who are obese 
should consult a physician 
before starting an exercise 
program because the strain 
could cause potential for 
heart. attacks. ’ 

Dr. Alexander says a 
regular exercise programis 
necessary for those wish- 
‘ing to lose weight or 
improve their cardiovascu- 
lar respiratory fitness. 

“Start jogging programs 
by jogging and walking 
until 30 minutes of contin- 
uous jogging can-:be 
achieved. Longer workouts 
may be tolerated as one 
gets into better shape,” Dr. 
Alexanderexplains. 
“Choose a shoe that is 
comfortable and has good 
support and run preferably 
ona level stretch of asphalt 
pavement: ; 

‘Studies show itis 
necessary for people to jog 
or ‘perform other types of 
exercise at least three 
times a week to develop 
cardiovascular respiratory 
fitness and to lose body 
weight and fat. As one 
trains. more than three 
times a week, injuries to the

foot, ankle and knee joints 
increase dramatically. 
“The body also needs 
sufficientrest between 
workouts and a day's rest 
between jogging helps pro- 
tect a participant from 
injury. For those who want 


to @xercise more fre-- 


quently, walking, bicycling 
and swimming.are good 
activities for days between 
jogging because they do 
not calse the continuing 
pounding effect on the 
legs.” 

Thechiropractor notes 
that walking and bicycling 
are especially helpful to 
older persons. He says 


‘exercise can slow the aging 


process because it com- 
pensates for bodily decline 
by increasing heart output, 
lung capacity and blood 
volume. 

“And for those who 
would rather walk than jog, 
the benefit of 40 minutes of 
fast walking four days a 
week is equal to 30 minutes 
of jogging three times a 
week," he explains. “Even 
though-walking is-tess 
strenuous than jogging, it 
is offset by the increased 
duration and frequency of 
exercising.

For the first time in its 
history, the Lowsman 
Trophy will be awarded toa 
black college football 
player. Never heard of the 
Lowsman? Read on.. 

Late next month, Florida 
A&M's Tyrone McGriff will 
be whisked to Newport 
Beach, Calif., where he'll 
receive the not-so-coveted 
Lowsman Trophy. 

An opposite of the pres- 
tigious Heisman Award, 
the Lowsman Trophy is 
presented annually to the 
last player chosen in the 
National Football League 


raft. 

McGriff, an offensive 

guard, received that dub- 
ious distinction Wednes- 
day when the Pittsburgh 
Steelers made him the 
“333rd player taken in the 
draft. 
. The Heisman, reserved 
for the top collegiate player 
in the country, was: won by 
Oklahoma's Billy Sims in 
1978. Sims was the first 
draft pick this year. 

Like the Heisman, the 
Lowsman Trophy is. bronze. 
But unlike the Heisman, the 
kLowsman does not feature 
a player proudly displaying 
a football. The player on 
the Lowsman Trophy is 
dropping his football. 

McGriff never figured 
being picked last would 
bring him a small amount 
of fame and fortune. 

“| don't know what to 
think,” he said. “! guess it’s 
going to be real nice.” 

McGriff, who attended 
‘Florida’s Vero Beach High 
School, wasn’t nearly as 
excited over his honor as 
Newport Beach business- 
man Paul Salata, who 
started the Lowsman 
Award four years ago. 


“It’s going to be a real 
blast,” said Salata. “We're 
going to bring him out here 
for four days and then fly 
him to Reno, Nevada for 
three more days. “We'ré 
going to treat him right.”

We had the next-to-last 
pick; and-we were hoping 
Pittsburgh would pick and 
then we would come back 
and get the last pick. 

“But Pittsburgh was 
aware of what we were 
doing and passed, too. 
Finally, we went ahead and 
picked Scanion and they 
Steelers were indeed hip to 
what Los Angeles was try- 
ing. And the Steelers 
wanted to make McGriff 
the Lowsman Award 
winner as badly as the 
Rams wanted the award for 
Scanion. 

“We just waited and 
waited,” said a Steeler spo- 
kesman. “Finally they had 
to go ahead and make their 
pick.” 

Scanion may miss a 
good time. Salata said he 
hopes-this year’s Lowsman 
festivities are the best ever.

Miami Riots Leave 21 
Dead Damages Top 
$100 Million 


MIAMI, Fla. -- The worse 
race riot in the history of 
the United States has left 
‘more than $100 million in 
damages and 21 people 
dead after four white police 
officers were acquitted of 
beating to death a black 
insurance executive, Garth 
C. Reeves, editor and pub- 
lisher of The Miami Times, 
a black weekly, told the 
CALL & POST. 

Early Wednesday morn- 
ing, Reeves gave this 
account of the rioting tothe 
CALL & POST: 

Of the dead, 10 are black. 
Eight were killed by police 
as looters or some related 
action. Two blacks were 
kiHed as a result of the 
white backlash to the riot- 
ing and burning. Total 
damages exceed $100 mil- 
lion, making it the most 
expensive race riot in the 
country.

On May 12, 1980, Judge Duncan lesued the following order. 
MEMORANDUM AND ORDER 


By an order dated Octoper 5, 1978, the Court found that qualified 
members of the plaintiff class are entitled to judgment on certain 
claims of sex discrimination under 42 U.S.C.§§1983 and 2000 (e) 
Thereafter the Court directed counsel for all parties to meet in an 
effort to develop an appropriate remedy tor the violations which the 
Court found to exist. As a result of such efforts, the parties have 
submitted 8 joint proposed remedy, tiled May 5, 1980. 

Tne Court has moditied the joint proposal. and incorporates it as 
amended by the Court hereinbelow. ’ 


| Monetary Relies Proposed Remedy 

Pursuant to an order of this Court dated October 5. 1976, backpay 
or compensatory damages are to be awarded to qualified members of 
each subclass in this action. For purposes of this section, each sub- 
class wil! be treated separately, subject to the requirements set forth
